FOURTH OF JULY ORATIONS.

This list, with 
the necessary changes, was printed in 1845, 1846, 1848, and 1849, the members from each 
ward being grouped together. In 1850, for the first time, the City Council for each year 
was printed collectively, in the style which has since been followed. 

In, 1848 a most inexplicable confusion was made in respect to wards 8 and 9. The list 
puts all ‘of the members from ward 8 who. served prior to 1839 (when there was a new 
division into wards) under ward 9, and those from ward 9 under the head of ward 8, and 
this error for the years 1822-1838 was continued in the Municipal Register through the 
issue for 1890. It has been corrected in the tables given in the ‘ Catalogue Ki printed in | 
1891 and noticed hereafter. I cannot explain this idea, because although wards 8 and 9 did 
in 1848, in a measure, exchange numbers, yet the boundaries of the new wards varied quite 
essentially from those formerly existing. 

These lists were carefully revised in 1890 by ©. W. Ernst, Esq., and again by 
Frederick E. Goodrich, Esq., and quite a number of errors were corrected. The princi- 
pal corrections to be made in the Registers as issued are, in 1827, ward 4, Quincy Tufts to 
be substituted for William R. P. Washburn; in 1835, Joseph H. Hayward to be added as 
an alderman; in 1837, ward 6, George W. Bazin to be struck out and Jonathan Chapman 
inserted; in 18389, Thomas Richardson to be removed from the aldermen and Samuel 
Quincy inserted, and in ward 7 Elbridge G. Austin to be added; in 18438, the contested 
seats in ward 1 are shown; in 1844, ward 3, John Snelling to be dropped and James 
Boynton substituted ; and in 1863, ward 38, Nicholas J. Bean added. 


The lists of the City Councils of Roxbury and Charlestown were first added to the 
Boston Municipal Register in 1888. The City of Roxbury published its Register annually, 
the first being for 1846-7, then 47-48, 48-49, 49-50, the Council being organized on the 
first Monday in April. Feb. 12, 1850, an act was passed changing the date to the first 
Monday in January, and the members for 1850 only held office for nine months. <A new 
Register was printed for 1850, and thereafter in every year including 1867, when Roxbury 
was annexed to Boston. The Registers for 1855 and 1858 contain a view of the birthplace 
of Warren; that for 1859 has a portrait of Warren; that of 1860 a portrait of Gen. Henry 
A. S. Dearborn, the second mayor; and that of 1861, a portrait of Hon. Samuel Walker. 


The City of Charlestown seems to have issued comparatively few editions of its Reg- 
ister. I have seen or have been informed of ‘‘ The Rules and Orders of the City Coun- 
cil,” ete., for 1847, pp. 84; the! ‘‘ Municipal Register” for 1848, pp. 113; and the 
Municipal Register for 1849, pp. 18 (apparently only a supplement). Iu 1850 (pp. 108) ;

FOURTH OF JULY ORATIONS, DELIVERED BEFORE THE TOWN. 


[In 1783, the inhabitants of Boston decided to substitute for the annual ‘¢ Massacre ” 
oration, one on the fourth day of July in each year. Loring (Hundred Boston Orators, 
p- 156) describes the change, not quite exactly. The order was considered in the town- 
meeting of March 5th, and its adjournment (Records, pp. 196 and 203), and a committee 
reported, March 25th, a new draft, which was accepted. This provides that ‘‘ the anni- 
versary of the Fourth Day of July, 1776 (a day ever memorable in the annals of this 
country for the Declaration of Independence), shall be constantly celebrated by the de- 
livery of a public oration, in such place as the town shall determine to be most convenient 
for the purpose, —in which the orator shall consider the feelings, manners and principles 
which led to this great national event, as well as the important and happy effects, whether 
general or domestic, which already have, and will forever continue, to flow from. this 
auspicious epoch.’ |
